THE LOUISIANA BILL UP—SENATOR 
CARPENTER BLAZING AWAY 
AGAINST THE RADI; 

CAL FRAUDS. | 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—The Senate cn- 
sidered the;liquor trafic commission and the 
transportation question. No action. 

Carpenter beat Cameron, who wished to 
push the centennial bill, and after havipg 
the Louisiana election bill read, West asked 
Senator Carpenter if he proposed to follow 
up his speech by a motion to refer. 

Carpenter replied that he was well aware 
of the fact that Senator Lewis wanted to 
speak, and he would not deprive him of that 
privilege. 

The motion of Carpenter to lay aside all 
pending orders and take up the Louisiana 
bill, was agreed to. Carpenter proposed to 
go directly to business, and not waste the 
time of the Senate in any glowicg speech.

The usual and ordinary legislation of the 

tates regulating or prohibiting the sale of 
intoxicating liquors raized the question un- 
der the Constitution of the United States 
prior to the Fourteenth Amendment of that 
instrument. Theright to sell such liquors is 
not one of the privileges and immunities of 
citizens of the U. 3. which by that amendment 
tbe States were forbidden to sbridge, but ifa 
case were presented, in which a person own- 
ing liquor cr other property at a time a law 
was passed by the State absolutely probibit- 
ing any sale of it, it would bea very grave 
question whether such a law would not be 
inconsistent with the provision of that 
Amendment which forbids the State to 
Ceprive apy persons of life, liberty or proper- 
ty without due process of law. While the 
case before the Court attempts to present 
that question, it fails to do it, because the 
plea, which is taken as true, does 
not state in due form by positive 
allegation the time when the defendant be- 
came the owner of the liquor soli; andj, 
secondly, because the record satisfies us that 
thia is a moot, made-up Cage to obtain the 
opinion of this court on a grave question. 
W hether the expense of fact necessary to raise 
the question in such a case, when the 
Supreme Court of the State to which the 
writ of error is directed has not considered 
the question,§this court will not feel at liber- 
ty to go out of its usual course to decide it,
